Dear T. McElwee: 

On October 11, 2019, the Department of State received your request for information 
pursuant to the Pennsylvania Ri^t-to-Know Law, 65 P,S. §§ 67.101, et seq. (RTKL), 
wherein you requested: (1) all Pennsylvania State Athletic Commission records pertaining 
to MMA fighter Levan Makashvili. including all materials for his license to fight 
(application, released medical records, etc.), all materials related to his two matches held 
in Pennsylvania (e.g., results, forms concerning broadcast, ticket accounting records, etc.), 
as well as the licenses for the Seconds, Cornermen, Manager and Promoters of record for 
his two matches; and (2) any associated correspondence the PSAC holds regarding 
Makashvili's ongoing right to fight in Pennsylvania, including materials pertaining to any 
investigation or suspension. 

On October 21, 2019, a letter indicating the Department required a 30 day extension was 
forwarded to you.
